TRIAL OF RADICAL KUKLUX. 
THE ATTACK ON THE COLORED 
MAN, CROSS. 


The betendants Convicted Belore 
the U. S. Commissioner. 

The electionceting being over, the 
Radical Deputy Marshals to whom had 
been given the writs for the arrest of 
Daniel Jones and Elijah Perry, both 
colored, aud both charged with intimi- 
dating Samuel G. Cross, colored, a 
marshal at the Greeley and Brown rati- 
fication meeting on the evening of the 
16th of July, 1872, found it convenient 
and in good time to return the same on 
Saturday. 

U. S. Commissioner R. W. Best pre 
sided. 

United States vs. Elijah Perry, col- 
ored, was first case brought up. 

The evidence of his case was almost 
the same as in the case of the U. S. vs. 
Mack Jones, col., which was in detail 
an attack with force aud arms upon 
Samuel G. Cross, col., because be offici- 
ated in aGreeley and Brown ratification 
mecting, and no colored man they 
thought had a right to do so and live. 

The defendant was justly bound over 
in the sum of $1,000 tor his personal 
appearance before the next term of the 
U. S. Circuit Court. 

U.S. vs. Daniel Jones, tor the same, aud 
threatening and intimidating a witness 
that was summoned to appear against 
him. 

The evidence was plain, positive and 
conclusive, and he was likewise found 


guilty and bound over in the sum of 


$5,000. 

There ere many others implicated in 
this shameful and disgraceful outrage, 
that may yet be brought to justice, if it 
was possible in the nature of our laws 
that it could be dealt out to them.

The State Conservative ticket has

The Mexican Ratders—-The United 

States Commission. 

A letter from Brownsville, Texas, to 
the New York Jerald says: The United 
States Commission to Texas to inquire 
into the depredations committed for 
some time past by raiders from Mexico 
on the citizens of this State reassembled 
to-day. They will take a large amount 
of evidence. The liveliest interest is 
taken in the proceedings and much 
good is expected to result from the 
labors of the Commissioners To-day’s 
session developed the cause of 
the continued indian depredations. 

The Kickapoo Indians during the 
war to avoid the Confederate con- 
scription, and raiding through the 
Nuecles Valley crossed the Rio Grande, 
and took refuge in Northern Mexico, 
where they were protected by the 
Jaurez government. They were subsi - 
dized, and located in Coahulla to re- 
main on the, frontier ostensibly to keep 
off the wild tribes that were continu 
ally harassing that State. The Con- 
gress of the United States in 1870 ap 
propriated $25,000 to be used in induc- 
ing the Kickapoo: to return to their re- 
servation in Kansas. The government 
agents andarmy officers were, however, 
anticipated by the Mexican government, 
which made preseats and held out in- 
ducements “to the savages to remain, 
and were successiul. They are now 
Mexican citizens, \ 

Farming and stock raising in the 
Nueces is unsafe, while they can com- 
mit their depredations with impunity, 
having a sure refuge in Mexico. The 
United States will be advised by the 
Commissioners to insist on their return, 
and forcibly convey them to their reser- 
vation. These Kickapoos have fre- 
quently been trailed over the border 
after the commission of many murders.

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Lynching Affair in Maryland. 


A letter from Elkton, Cecil county, 

Md., states that on Sunday night last, 
the house of Mr. Walter S. Griftin was 
burned under circumstances warranting 
the suspicion that the tire was the work 
of design. The house was totally de- 
stroyed, the family of Mr. Griffin barely 
escaping from the flames. 
Son Monday three negroes, Jobn 
Jones. his son and another, were arres- 
ted in Cecil county, charged with set- 
ting fre to tie house, and had a hearing 
betore a magistrate. During the ex- 
amination soon afterwards, the son of 
the negro Jones confessed that the fath- 
er fired the house, and that the father 
and son went together and fixed the 
material, when the son ran away leav- 
ing his tather to set the fire. 

On Monday night about 10 o'clock, 

wuile the negroes were being taken to 
the jail at Ekton, in charge of a con- 
stable. a party of ten or twenty men, 
in disguise, took his prisoners trom the 
officer, and hanged John Jones toa 
tree, where the body was found sus 
pended on Tuesday morning. The fate 
of the other negroes is unknown, 
The letter adds that Jones was dis- 
charged from the employ of Mr. 
Griffin on Saturday last, and on leav. 
ing used threatening language.— Er- 
change.

with Gun- powder Smashed. 

We learn from Conductor Bevard, of 
‘he Rock Island Railroad, the particu- 
ares of a terrific wder explosion 
sich took plage about two miles east 
Gallatin, Mo., on ‘that road. The 
‘rain was the Trenton accommodation, 
westward bound, consisting of seven 
‘eight cars and one passenger coach. 
The train was running at the usual rate 
t speed, when the axle of the second 
-artrom the engine broke, which pre- 
ipitated that car, and likewise the 
rd Sand fourth cars off the track. 
fhe powder was in the fourth 
ar, and the trucks of the forward cars 
sng jammed in a mass under it broke 
‘hrough the floors of the car and pene- 
ated the kegs of powder. The pow- 
er then commenced to escape, and 
ming kin contact with the sparks was 
nited. Owing to the friction caused 
oy the usual crushing of the wheels 
einst the side of the rail, the sparks 
were thick. 

The explosion did not consist of one 
‘,undering report, but a quick succes- 
of thundering reports. The noise 

sted about thirty seconds, and in the 
-ogth of time four hundred and fifty 
des ot powderexploded. Streams of 
ire shot upward ta a distance of fifty
